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DRUG TRADE PROTESTS ALCOHOL ORDER 


‘he Bureau of Internal Revenue and the Prohi- 
bition Commissioner have placed an unweleome 
responsibility upon the wholesale drug trade by 
limiting permits for the withdrawal of liquor from 
bonded warehouses to drug manufacturers and 
wholesalers. The obligations which they must as- 
sume will cause great embarrassment owing to the 
fact that the efforts of illicit dealers in alcohol will 
turn to the drug trade for their supplies and will 
use every cunning device to obtain sufficient liquor 
to continue their clandestine traffic. There is great 
danger of serious demoralization of the drug trade. 
Already, the prohibition forces are on the trail of 
applicants for permits who have incorporated as 
wholesale druggists, and it is to be expected that 
the number of new companies springing up all 
over the country will rapidly increase. The good 
name of the trade is in jeopardy, and while the 
Government order reflects the high opinion and 
confidence felt by public officials in the integrity of 
drug manufacturers and jobbers, the trade cannot 
be expected to assume the burden willingly as a 
publie duty. 

Drug stores will multiply in all probability and 
become a cause for increasing anxiety, as consumers 
turn to them for liquor. Despite the fact that retail 
associations in many sections of the country have 
protested against druggists carrying supplies of 
whiskey and many druggists have refused to fill 
prescriptions, the disreputable places that will be 
turned into gin mills will reflect upon the trade in 
eeneral. Wholesale houses will have great difficulty 
at. first in discriminating between the legitimate 
retailer and the booze dispenser. The National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association entered an em- 
phatic protest against the new order regarding 
permits when it came before the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue for consideration, and the question was 
referred to Attorney-General Palmer who decided 
that under the Prohibition Act the privilege of 
withdrawing liquor from bond was limited to drug 
manufac turers and wholesale druggists. Mr. Palm- 
er’s opinion and the protest of the National Whole- 
sale Druggists’ Association are published in this 
issue of Drug AND CiemiIcAL Markets, in full. 


RETAIL PRICES 


The average retailer still refuses to assume his 
share of the loss. Deflation has been in progress 
for well nigh a year and retail prices during that 
time, of course with exceptions, have failed by a 
wide margin to keep pace with the downward 
movement in wholesale and manufacturing quart- 
ers. On all sides we hear the cry that the public 
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has stopped buying. This is most assuredly true 
and they are unlikely to begin buying again on 
anything like a normal basis as long as they read 
in the newspapers of sharp reductions in whole- 
sale prices, and at the same time, fail to see any 
change in the retail figures or else a decline so 
slight as to be negligible. The retailer, as has 
been commonly stated, has ‘‘tasted blood’’ in the 
matter of profits and nothing short of sharp pres- 
sure from the manufacturer and wholesaler will 
force him to really reduce his prices in line with 
replacement cost and unload his holdings. In his 
present attitude, he is a prominent factor in clog- 
ging business channels. 

Another factor, and one which is greatly re- 
sponsible for a continuation of the so-called buyers’ 
strike, is the increasing unemployment all over 
the country which is forcing many laymen to buy 
with extreme caution, to eliminate all except neces- 
sary items and to display materially greater con- 
cern in the matter of price. The practice of econ- 
omy has become a necessity. The retailer should 
realize this, but he apparently still believes that 
he can advertise his goods as ‘‘twenty-five per cent 
less than formerly,’’ reduce them ten per cent from 
a mythical high point and get by with it. He pre- 
tends a sweeping cut but in reality reduces little. 
He is wrong; the consumer knows prices, today’s 
prices and pre-war prices, and knows the retailer 
is not doing his part. He is still a stumbling block 
to trade and will continue to be until he moves 
prices down in proportion to replacement cost, as 
manufacturers and wholesalers have done, and con- 
vinces a now very critical buying public that he 
means business. 


ARE YOU A WHOLESALE DRUGGIST? 


Some Washington official must assume the re- 
sponsibility of defining a wholesale druggist. The 
Attorney-General has put the Prohibition load on 
the shoulders of the wholesalers without furnishing 
any definite marks by which they can be identified. 
Nor does the National Prohibition Act define the 
terms ‘‘wholesale druggist’’ or ‘‘retail druggist.”’ 
If a company is incorporated under state laws to 
do a wholesale drug business, does the act consti- 
tute the company wholesale druggists with respect 
to the Prohibition Act, and must Commissioner 
Kramer issue permits to the company for the with- 
drawal of aleohol from bond? Suppose a company 
lezally incorporated buys a line of proprietary pre- 
parations in ‘‘popular demand,’’ and places them 
on the shelves, and immediately begins the distri- 
bution of aleohol to meet the also “‘popular de- 
mand’’ which is sure to spring up, when it is 
generally known and understood that the company 
is catering to the alcohol trade. Will its incorpor- 
ation certificate protect it, and must the courts 
sustain the company’s right to obtain permits for 
wihdrawal of aleohol from bond? 

A wholesale drug house which investigated the 
proportion of its sales of alcohol to its entire busi- 
ness found the aleohol trade constituted only one- 
fortieth of its entire business. Now the business 
is increasing. In the case of another company the 
proprietary medicines and druggists sundries are 
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an insignificant part of the sales. It is practically 
doing a wholesale liquor business. Where is the 
line to be drawn? 

The Prohibition Act allows wide range for ‘*reou- 
lations,’? and Commissioner Kramer will probably 
be able to determine whether a company is entitled 
to a wholesale permit, especially after he has com- 
pleted the census of liquors in the hands of whole- 
sale druggists. He has taken a drastic method of 
controlling the outflow of spirits, and he will find 
a good many snags in attempting to enforce the 
law. The sooner he separates the black sheep and 
frees the trade from responsibility for illicit traffic 
by issuing permits to legitimate houses only, the 
easier will his duties become.

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WILL REVISE ALCOHOL REGULATIONS 
(Special to DruG AND CHEMICAL MARKETS) 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 9—A conference was held 
here on Friday of last week between. Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue Williams and representatives of the 
alcohol interests affected by the recent opinion of the 
\ttorney General restricting the trade to druggists. 

As a result of the conference the Commissioner ap- 
pointed a committee of five to draft new regulations in 
accordance with the opinion of the Attorney Genera). 
This committee includes Messrs. Gates, Weissbach, Van 
Voorheis, Vize, and Dorn, all of the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue. This committee will confer with a sub-com- 
mittee of the alcohol interests composed of Schoenbach, 
Gaylord and Harrison on February 17 in New York 
City. At this meeting the new regulations will be dis- 
cussed. It is understood that there is some fear that 
the new regulations to be drawn up may do away with 
the 90-day floating permit which goes into effect on 
March 1. . 

It is understood that the alcohol interests intend to 
ask the Attorney General to review his opinion in view 
of the tact, as they state, that there are some flaws in 
the opinion. In the meantime they ask that the whole 
matter be held up and not effective until it is definitely 
settled, 

District prohibition directors have been instructed by 
Commissioner Kramer to permit wholesale liquor deal- 
ers to sell the liquor in their possession to wholesale 
druggists. 

Representatives of a number of former distilleries 
conferred today with Commissioners Williams and 
Kramer on the question of the status of liquor stored 
by a distiller who had since gone out of business as a 
manufacturer. Commissioner Williams said that new 
regulations would probably consider such liquor his 
property as a manufacturer within the meaning of the 
Attorney General’s opinion and its sale would be legal. 

The following committee, representing manufacturers 
and importers, has been appointed by these interests to 
confer with officials of the Bureau of Internal Revenue 
in drafting new regulations to meet the recent opinion 
of the Attorney General holding that the authority of 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue to issue permits 
for the sale in wholesale quantities of intoxicating liquor 
is limited to manufacturers and wholesale druggists: 
Granville Whittlesey, New York City; Henry M. Nay- 
lor, Rochester, N. Y.; A. L. Cummins, Baltimore, Md.; 
Alphonse Wile, New York City; John H. Finn, Cincin- 
tati, Ohio; Thomas S. Jones, Louisville, Ky.

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PROTEST BY WHOLESALE DRUGGISTS 
AGAINST KRAMER’S ALCOHOL RULING 


Attempt to Concentrate Intoxicating Liquor Distribu- 
tion in Wholesale Drug Trade Denounced—Complete 
Demoralization of the Business Predicted In Associa- 
tion’s Bulletin ’ 

Under the heading “Attempt to Concentrate Intoxi- 
cating Liquor Distribution in Wholesale Drug Trade 
Name,” the National Wholesale Druggists Association 
issued a bulletin dated Jan. 31 in which a vigorous 
protest is made against the expected order of Prohibi- 
tion Commissioner Kramer which appears on previous 
pages in this issue of Druc & CHEMICAL Markets, hav- 
ing been issued on Feb. 2. The Association says the plan 
should be vigorously fought to avoid complete demoral- 
ization of the business. The protest reads: 

“Developments of vital interest to the wholesale drug 
trade respecting permits to handle alcohol in wholesale 
quantities have recently occurred in Washington. At 
one time a situation that would have occasioned great 
embarrassment to our entire membership appeared to 
be imminent but has been averted by prompt and vig- 
orous action. The trade is still menaced, however, by 
the possibility that an official order may be issued which, 
while reflecting the high opinion in which the wholesale 
drug trade is held by the prohibition authorities, might 
impose upon our trade obligations which the officers 
of the National Wholesale Druggists’ Association firmly 
believe its members do not desire to shoulder and which 
from any standpoint of public duty should not devolve 
upon them. 

“We are advised by our Washington representative, 
Mr. Crounse, that the prohibition Commissioner recent- 
ly applied to the Attorney General for an opinion as to 
whether. the provisions of the national prohibition act 
would justify the issuance of a general order limiting 
the sale of alcohol, whiskey, and other forms of intox1- 
cating liquors in wholesale quantities to wholesale drug- 
gists and rescinding all outstanding permits held by 
other wholesale liquor dealers. For some undiscovered 
reason an order was issued that, pending receipt of the 
Attorney General’s opinion, all applications for 1921 
permits for the wholesaling of alcohol or other intoxi- 
cating liquors should be held up. The prohibition Com- 
missioner took the position that this order would work 
no hardship to the wholesale drug trade as the mem- 
bers thereof would continue to carry on their wholesale 
operations under their 1920 permits which, by a Treas- 
ury Decision framed and promulgated at the instance 
of the ‘National Wholesale Druggists Association's 
representative, have been extended until new permits 
have been issued or denied. Under this order many ap- 
plications of wholesale druggists for 1921 permits, al- 
though approved by the local prohibition directors and 
passed upon favorably by the Permit Division of the 
prohibition unit, have been held up notwithstanding the 
fact that they were filed with local Prohibition Direc- 
tors during last October. 

Jobbers Should Insist Upon Right 

“Recently, however, one of the largest jobbing houses 
in the East received a 1921 permit authorizing the use 
of alcoho! for manufacturing purposes and for sale to 
the retail trade, but omitting the wholesaling privilege. 
Upon making inquiry of the local director, this house 
was advised that it would be justified under the circum- 
stances, in continuing its wholesale operations under 
its 1920 permit but, in view of the specific provisions 
of the 1921 permit which it had received through the 
regular channel, this concern decided not to assume any 
risk in the matter but to take it up directly with Wash- 
ington. A member of the firm, with the assistance of 
our Washington representative, laid the facts before 
Mr. Kramer in person and vigorously urged prompt 
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action. Mr. Kramer’s attention was especially drawn 
to the fact that this house had received a 1921 permit 
which specifically cancelled the wholesale privileges it 
had enjoyed under its 1920 permit. It was argued 
emphatically by Mr. Crounse that under the circum- 
stances this concern would have no defense if the 
charge were made against it that it had sold alcohol in 
wholesale quantities without a permit. 

“Mr. Kramer made an immediate investigation and 
promptly ordered that a supplemental permit covering 
wholesale privileges be forwarded to the house in ques- 
tion. He further explained that the action taken in 
issuing a 1921 permit without the wholesale privilege 
was due to a misunderstanding on the part of sub- 
ordinate officials of an order given by him, and he 
requested Mr. Crounse to call his attention to any 
similar cases arising within the membership of the Na- 
tional Wholesale Druggists’ Association. 

“Mr. Kramer’s attention was then drawn by Mr. 
Crounse to the fact that the National Wholesale Drug- 
gists’ Association through its bulletins and through 
warnings given by Mr. Crounse at its last convention in 
Cincinnati had urged its members to file applications 
for 1921 permits at the earliest possible moment as the 
result of which practically the entire membership lodged 
their applications with local directors before the end 
of the calendar year 1920. The majority of these appli- 
cations have been favorably passed upon by Prohibition 
Directors and by the Permit Division of the Prohibition 
unit, and ought to be issued at the earliest practicable 
moment. The fact that the Attorney General was con- 
sidering the question of the propriety of limiting the 
sale of alcohol and other intoxicating liquor to the whole- 
sale drug trade, it was urged, could in no way justify 
the holding up of permits to long-established wholesale 
drug houses, as it was obvious that, however the Attor- 
ney General might decide, every reputable wholesaic 
druggist would receive his permit in due course. 

“Mr. Kramer conceded the force of this argument and 
has since directed the Permit Division to issue permits 
to all wholesale druggists whose applications have re- 
ceived the approval of local directors and that of the 
experts of the Technological Division. There should 
therefore, be no further delay in the handling of whole- 
sale druggists’ applications, provided same have been 
properly prepared and filed in due season. It is a fact, 
however, that a large number of manufacturers and re- 
tailers delayed filing applications until after January 1, 
and further, that the force at the disposal of the Prohi- 
bition Commissioner is so small that it has beén unable 
to keep up with even the current receipts of applications. 
No less than 75,000 permits were issued in 1920, but up 
to this writing only about 12,000 permits have been 
issued for 1921. Taking into account the disallowance 
of one-third of the current applications, it will be noted 
that only about one-fourth of the 1921 permits have 
been issued, although the Permit Division of the Prohi- 
bition unit has been concentrating on this work since 
October 1 last. Under these circumstances, there 
should be no anxiety in any quarter respecting delay 
in the 1eceipt of a 1921 permit. 


“No imtimation has yet been received as to the char- 
acter of the Attorney General’s opinion as to the legality 
of an order limiting the sale of alcohol and other in‘oxi- 
cating liquors to wholesale druggists. It can be staied 
very positively, however, that the wholesale drug trade 
is not seeking a monopoly of the handling at wholesale 
of any form of intoxicating liquors, and especially that 
it does not wish to be saddled with the responsibility for 
the distribution of whiskey and other potable liquors. 
It is inconceivable, in view of the plain letter of the 
law, that the Attorncy General will hold that this traffic 
can be iimited to wholesale druggists, but it is believed 
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to be beyond question that any ruling the Attorney 
General may make will include whiskey, brandy and 
other potable liquors in the same category with non-bev- 
erage alcohvi. 
How Good Name of Trade May Be Hurt 

“Many self-styled wholesale drug houses have sprung 
up with mushroom growth during the past year whose 
business, judging by the literature they are distributing, 
consists chiefly in the distribution of products like Js- 
maica ginger, wine of pepsin, lemon extract, etc., ob- 
viously designed for diversion to beverage use. In addi- 
tion, a number of reputable drug houses have been ap- 
proached with offers to purchase their business, includ- 
ing premises and good will, by parties who are suspected 
of being heavily interested in the manufacture or dis- 
tribution of potable liquors. Under the circumstances, 
it is believed that any such order as the Prohibition Com- 
missioner is seeking to obtain from the Attorney Gen- 
eral would have a most demoralizing influence upon the 
wholesale drug trade and should be both deprecated and 
vigorously opposed by the members of the National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association. Such opposition may 
very properly be manifested in letters addressed to Hon. 
John F. Kramer, Prohibition Commissioner, Washing- 
ton, D. C.; and to Senators and Representatives in 
Congress, the majority of whom are believed to be in- 
terested in the general movement, so vigorously prose- 
cuted by the legitimate wholesale drug trade, to divorce 
the distribution and use of non-beverage alcohol from 
that potable liquor traffic. Letters of similar purport 
might be addressed to Assemblymen and Senators of 
State legislatures which may be considering legislation 
of this character. 

Regulations by Local Prohibition Offices 

Following the unearthing of frauds perpetrated upon 
the Government through the connivance of dishonest 
employees in the office of the Prohibition Director in 
New York City, the Prohibition Commissioner has is- 
sued a ruling requiring certain classes of producers and 
distributors of intoxicating liquors to verify by regis- 
tered mail all permits to purchase which they may re- 
ceive, before filling such orders. Such verification was 
formerly accomplished by telegraph but through the 
dishonesty of employees of the Prohibition Director’s 
office in New York these telegrams were intercepted 
and many forged permits certified as genuine. Just 
how the use of the registered mail will obviate the diffi- 
culty is not easily seen, and at best the method the 
Prohibition Commissioner is now resorting to is a se- 
vere indictment of the integrity of the employees of 
the service. 





The du Pont Chemical Co., Carney’s Point, N. J., will 
construct a pipeline from its former powder works to its 
chemical and dyestuff plant at Deep Water Point, for 
water supply for production.

E. W. Kemmerer, Professor of Economics and Finance 
in Princeton University, says that if the question, “Has 
deflation gone far enough?’ was put to the millions who 
have lost through the decline in commodity prices, or 
through loss of employment from the same cause, they 
would answer in the affirmative; but against this the milli- 
ons who live on fixed salaries or incomes would answer in 
the negative, and they would be borne out by economic 
examination of the situation, he says. 


In “The Barrett Trail,” published by The Barrett 
Company, 17 Battery Place, New York, appears the 
following under the heading “Let It Rain’: In several 
of the newspaper announcements of our recent organ- 
ization changes, Mr. Rianhards name was spelled 
“Rainhard.” Thus, the following appeared in the ‘“Bos- 
ton Herald”: “I hasten to inform you that the Barrett 
Company, which manufactures rainproof roofing ma- 
terial, now has Mr. Rainhard as its president.” 


R. H. Handy, representing W. R. Grace & Co., of 
San Francisco, has closed a deal for the transfer of the 
Bull’s Head Refinery, near Martinez, Cal., to the Delta 
Oil & Refining Co., understood to be a subsidiary of 
the Grace concern. Plans are being made to operate 
the plant as a crude oil and vegetable oil plant. The 
Delta Oil & Refining Co. was recently incorporated with 
a capital stock of $1,000,000 by A. S. Humphreys, C. P. 
Pritchard, R. W. Palmer, G. Herrington and C. F. 
Shaw. 

In the suit of John P. Boiardi against the Marden, 
Orth & Hastings Corporation, and involving the Bay- 
ard Chemical Co., the Appellate Division of the Su- 
preme Court, New York, has decided that the demurrer 
to the complaint in the lower court should have been 
sustained. The suit was for $3,900 alleged to have been 
due the plaintiff because of an overpayment on a pay- 
roll of the Bayard company. The original suit was 
brought in equity, and the court holds that under the 
Code actions, legal and equitable, growing out of the 
same transaction can be united in a single suit, and that 
the separate suit in equity was unnecessary. 
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LOW VALUE OF THE FRANC IS A SPUR 
TO THE FRENCH CHEMICAL INDUSTRY 


Prices of Imported Merchandise Prohibitive and Country 
Turns to Manufacturing—Government Decrees Limit 
Export Trade—France Selling Caustic Soda and Soda 
Ash to Germany 

(Special Correspondence to Druc & CHEMICAL MARKETS) 
Paris, France, Jan. 27.—Flat, stale and unprofitable 

characterizes the French market and it will be without 

much interest to American manufacturers for a long 

time to come. The low value of the franc has been a 

wonderful stimulus to French production and it has 

been a matter of surprise that the French chemical 
industry has been able to make the remarkable progress 
toward self-supply that has been shown during the year 

1920. 

When one looks back at January, 1920, and recollects 
the scarcity of all products, the difficulties of transport 
and the chilly reception given a buyer by the few works 
which were producing, it is almost impossible to con- 
ceive that such an enormous change could have taken 
place in one short year. For the very fact that, with the 
franc at from 25% to 30% of its pre-war purchasing 
power imported merchandise costs almost prohibitive 
prices, forced France to become practically self-suppiy- 
ing and self-sustaining and it has been the best thing 
that could happen to the country. 

At the present time the majority of the French factor- 
ies are working to at least 75% of their capacity which 
is far more than may be said for the average English 
or American works. Labor conditions are far from 
sound and there is considerable unrest, but again not 
to compare with the conditions obtaining in Switzer- 
land, Spain or Italy. Only in Belgium does one find 
in Europe a condition better than in France and this due, 
in most part, to temperament, 

It. is surprising to note that France is selling caustic 
soda and soda ash to Germany although she is not buy- 
ing many things in that country, even though the ex- 
change rate is all in favor of the latter transaction. One 
reason is the bitterness with which France regards 
Germany, although an even more important factor is 
the slow transport conditions. It is not at all unusual 
for a carload shipment from Central Germany to take 
two months or longer to reach Paris and unless the 
producing plant in Germany is near @ seaport, it takes 
equally as long to ship by water to one of the French 
ports. 

Then, too, with the exception of industrial chemicals, 
the import into France is bound with so much red tape 
that nobody wants to take the time or trouble to un- 
tangle it. Pharmaceutical products may be imported by 
only one Consortium; dyes and intermediates by an- 
other Consortium; and these syndicates are making 
money hand over fist. As a Frenchman remarked to- 
day, “The French consumer is paying the German in- 
demnity,” for much of this goods is furnished by the 
German Government to apply upon the War Indemnity. 

A good many inquiries are coming into France just 
now for yellow prussiate of soda which French makers 
are quoting at 5.25 francs per kilo f.o.b. port but with a 
firm order in hand it may be bought at 5.10 to 5.15; 
but the makers say that prime materials are rising in 
cost and that they cannot maintain these prices. Some 
orders are being placed for yellow prussiate of potash at 
around 8.40 to 8.50 the kilo and on both the prussiates 
one may now contract for six months’ supplies at these 
prices. 

Hyposulfite of soda is also receiving considerable at- 
tention from English buyers for small parcels of five 
to twenty tons. French factories are quoting 1 franc 
for the commercial and 1.25 per kilo for the photographic 
quality and are in shape to make prompt shipments. 
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Considerable stocks of almost all the heavy chemicals 
are on hand in Paris and at the various ports and little 
attention is paid to the actual or future costs by the 
owners who are disposed to unload at the buyers’ price. 

3ichromate of soda, for an example has been offered 
freely during the past month at 3.75 to 4 francs the 
kilo for either American or English make which is ab- 
surd in view of the fact that spot from New York costs 
11 cents per lb. c.i.f. Havre which, at current exchange 
is equivalent to 3.87 francs per kilo without counting 
duty or transport to Paris. So far as can be learned, 
no important contracts have been passed for 1921 or, 
to be more correct, several have been made and later 
cancelled. 

That is one of the most unpleasant features in dealing 
with French houses in that they are not inclined to 
agree that “a contract is a contract” unless everything 
works in favor of the Frerth house. As the head of an 
old English house recently expressed it: “There are a 
very few high-grade French houses for whom we have 
a strong regard; but as a rule, the mildest term that we 
can apply to the French method of doing business is 
that they are very strongly inclined to tergiversation.” 

As a matter of fact, there are few exceptions to the 
tule of insisting upon a bank guaranty before shipment 
although without exception they will protest that they 
ought to be allowed at least thirty days’ credit and, 
among themselves, they give their customers sixty to 
ninety days time. But when one wishes to export, even 
to American houses for unexceptional credit, they ask 
payment on this side, cash. 

The instability of exchange makes not only the im- 
portation prohibitive but makes the export very difficult. 

On Jan. 10, for example, exchange was at 17 francs 
to the dollar while on Jan. 20 it was at 15.25 or over 
10% variation. It is impossible to sell dollars for con- 
tract over a term of even three months so it is impossible 
to contract in prices other than in francs for export 
and an offer made to New York in dollars today may 
mean a loss tomorrow. 

Fifteen days ago the German mark was quoted around 
twenty-three centimes and many German chemical prod- 
ucts were at favorable prices. Within twenty-four 
hours the mark climbed to 26% centimes and any pos- 
sible profit in those commodities withered and blew 
away. Of course, these conditions apply just as well to 
all other commodities beside chemical products and with 
all the markets affected in the same manner it is not 
surprising that everything is dead in the commercial 
world. The only wonder is that there are not more 
failures than there are. 

Then, too, the uncertainty of what decree this gov- 
ernment or that will spring upon the unsuspecting buyer 
or seller works more hardships than benefits. One 
never knows if the importation of this product or the 
exportation of that will be prohibited or permitted to- 
morrow. Olive oil is a good example of this in that it 
was, for a time, prohibited to export. Then was ex- 
ported under license. Then the government laid an 
export duty of 300 francs the 100 kilos which a first 
intervention of the olive oil interests got reduced to 200 
and finally to 100 francs where it stands today, but where 
will it be tomorrow? A new Ministry is in power and 
they must do something to most everything, just to 
show that they are there. 

The Spanish Government has completely prohibited 
the exportation of olive oil as the crop was under normal 
but this will probably be lifted; while Italy permits 
the exportation at 300 lire per 100 kilos. First pressing 
is quoted at 700 francs per 100 kilos f.o.b. Marseilles in 
barrels, but it is highly probable that the Levant will 
lift the embargo on export and as the crop is abundant 
in that section it cannot help but have its effect upon the 
price which will probably be 10% lower in February. 
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The textile and tanning industries being now on about 
half time there is very little demand for the chemicals 
they usually demand and even the perfume trade is not 
calling for its usual quota of raw materials. 

Turpentine and resin in the Landes district are in a 
very panicky state and prices have broken 50% in the 
past month. Germany is buying a goodly quantity of 
resin of which F is selling at equivalent to $80 per 
ton as compared to the American price of $100 c.i.f. 
Hamburg. 

On the whole the state of affairs through Europe 
may be said to be that of “watchful waiting” where the 
buyer is afraid and the seller daresn’t. 





LOWER SOUTH AMERICAN POSTAL RATES 

The successful negotiation by the Post Office Depart- 
ment of a new Pan-America-Spain Postal Convention 
favorable to American foreign traders, is announced by 
the National Foreign Trade Council. Under the terms 
of this new agreement, the following benefit will accrue 
to American foreign trade: 

Domestic rates of postage will be permissible on let- 
ters addressed to Spain and all countries of Central and 
South America. Domestic rates of postage will also 
apply to single post cards, reply post cards, printed 
matter of all classes, commercial papers and samples. 

The weight of packages containing books, papers and 
printed matter has been increased from 2 to 4 kilograms. 

Samples will be transmitted by mail provided they 
have no commercial value and provided their dimen- 
sions do not exceed 30 centimeters in length, 20 in 
breadth and 10 in depth. If transmitted in the form of 
a roll, the maximum dimensions shall be 30 centimeters 
in length by 15 centimeters in diameter. 

The only territory on the Western Hemisphere not 
included in this agreement is that of the possessions and 
dominions of European countries. 

It will become effective, so far as each country is con- 
cerned, when ratified by the government of that country. 
It is expected that the Convention will become operative 
for most of the signatory countries by the end of 
February. 





ACCUSED OF UNFAIR TRADE PRACTICE 
(Special to DruG AND CHEMICAL MARKETS) 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 9—The Federal, Trade Com- 
mission has cited United Chemical Products Corporation, 
Jersey City, N. J., in compiaint of unfair competition in 
the manufacture and sale of dyestuffs and chemicals. 

The company is required to answer averment that 
cash commissions have been given to dyers and other 
employees of its customers to influence the purchase of 
the products of the United Chemical Products Corpora- 
tion. The complaint sets out that approximately ten 
per cent of the company’s entire yearly business is paid 
out in cash commissions to induce sales, and is added to 
the cost the public must pay for the company’s goods, 
and has also a tendency to cause competitors to make 
like payments in order to protect their trade. 





George W. Jessup, President of the Jessup Chemical 
Company of Boston, was found dead, on the railroad tracks 
beside a freight house in the Northen avenue waterfront 
district on Saturday, Jan. 29. It was apparent that he had 
been hit by a train, but the police were uncertain whether 
it was a case of accident or suicide. They said they could 
learn of no reason for his presence in that district. Mr. 
Jessup was deeply interested in the Irish question and 
friends said his concern over the subject had caused him 
to become nervous and excitable recently.

EXCHANGE OF ALLIED CHEMICAL STOCK 


Time for deposit of stock of General Chemical, Sol- 
vay Process, Semet-Solvay, Barrett and National Ani- 
line & Chemical companies under the plan for consoli- 
dation of these concerns into the Allied Chemical & 
Dye Company has been extended to February 28. In 
@ circular to stockholders of the companies named, 
William H. Nichols, chairman of the Allied Chemical, 
says that substantially all the stock of the several com- 
panies kas been deposited and exchanged for stock of 
the new company. 

Some stockholders have found it physically impossible 
to arrange for deposit of their securities in time to come 
under the plan and it has been decided to extend the 
period for deposit. It is planned to increase, not later 
than March 31, the authorized stock of Allied Chemical 
by an amount sufficient to exchange for all additional 
stock turned in. If for any reason, Mr. Nichols’ letter 
Says, the necessary increase of the company’s authorized 
stock should not be effected on or before March 31, the 
stock certificates to be deposited will be returned to theiz 
respective depositors promptly after March 31. 





The American Can Company has sold $12,000,000 
serial notes to the First National Bank in connection 
with its usual seasonal requirements. The issue matures 
in equal amounts on September 12, October 10, Novem- 
ber 10 and December 12 of this year and was put out on 
an 8 per cent discount basis. The entire amount was 
placed with the banks before the close of business. The 
operation, which has become an annual feature of the 
company’s programme, comes a little earlier this year 
than last. 


Ten shares of Eastman Kodak stock were sold on the 
Stock Exchange at $650 a share last week. This was 
an advance of 143 points over the previous sale made 
some time ago. It was only a few days ago that the 
Kodak Company lost an appeal to the Supreme Court 
against an order dissolving the company. 
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GASOLINE FAKER PROMISES MILLIONS 


An alleged invention for extracting methyl alcohol and 
gasoline from peat is exposed in “Chemical and Metal- 
jurgical Engineering,” Feb. 2, under the heading ‘Easy 
Money From Peat.” A chemist saw the inventor’s 
apparatus and describes a test made for the benefit of 
stockholders who are said to have underwritten $200,000 
in stock and subscribed $60,000 in cash. When the 
shareholders met at the ‘“‘Professor’s’’ house, he said: 


“I might as well tell you, gentlemen, that last night 
a group of New York capitalists came out with their 
chemist, and after an unofficial test which was carefully 
passed upon they were so taken with this process that 
they offered me $4,000,000 for 40 per cent of the stock! 
I couldn't accept because I am resolved to retain 60 
per cent myself, and I felt in honor bound to have a 
talk with you beforehand.” 

At this point one of the investors interrupted him 
with, “You shouldn’t sell a share, Professor! We are 
able to provide all the funds you need.” 

“Well,” the Professor, as they called him, went on, 
“early this morning there was @ group of California oil 
men out here; they drove out in automobiles; and they 
were so gratified by what they saw that they offered 
to pay me $500,000 in cash for the rights in California, 
and somewhat less for similar rights in each of the two 
other Coast states, Oregon and Washington. It looked 
tempting, because we could pay 40 to 50 per cent divi- 
dends on our stock from this offer without making a 
gallon of gasoline. One thing that held me back was 
that I can’t make out whether they were Standard Oil 
men or rot. I don’t propose to let John D. Rockefeller 
om any of his associates buy one share of this stock. 
Why, two weeks after we begin to produce we shall 
have the whole Standard Oil crowd on their knees be- 
fore us.” 

The test took place in the cellar of the house and was 
a palpable fake, even the alleged chemical reactions 
being utterly impossible. The “professor” burned peat 
in a chamber and explained that it became CO,, which, 
he said, was carried over into the alcohol converter and 
there in the present of a catalyst, which he had dis- 
covered, part of the CO, was converted into methyl 
alcohol, Then the “professor” opened the alcohol re- 
ceiver and the gasoline receiver and showed the results. 
He said the gasoline was “71 degrees pure, and was too 
strong for the ordinary automobile.” 





The directors of the Davison Chemical Company, of 
Baltimore, manufacturers of sulfuric acid and acid phos- 
phate decided to defer action on the dividend. The 
company declared $1 at the last meeting, which was 
supposed to be for the quarter, putting the stock on a 
4 per cent basis, and it was expected that the arrange- 
ment would be continued. But the board, in view of the 
financial situation, concluded to conserve its resources 
for the present. 


Earnings of the New Jersey Zinc Company declined 
in the quarter ended Dec. 31, 1920, surplus after charges 
and taxes for that period being $841,557. This was 
equal to $2 a share earned on the $42,000,000 capital 
stock as compared with $4.07 a share earned in the pre- 
ceding quarter and $7.64 a share earned in the Decem- 
ber, 1919, quarter on $35,000,000 stock outstanding at 
that time. 


The trade has been notified by Max Lowenthal, re- 
ceiver for E. F. Drew & Co., that all claims against 
that company must be filed with him at his office, No. 
50 Broad street, on or before April 1. Failure of any 
credi‘or to do so will debar him from sharing in the 
distribution of assets.

The market has remained virtually unchanged for 
heavy chemicals over the week end. Buying has con- 
tinued on a very limited scale and the market has been 
spotted with the greater part of the business being done 
direct from manufacturers to consumers in spite of tine 
wide differences between first and second-hand prices 
in favor of the buyer. Inquiry in the resale market 
has been fairly active but little actual business nas 
resulted as buyers have preferred to deal directly with 
the producers in the majority of cases. Manufacturers 
consequently are finding business, especially from out- 
lying points, in reasonable volume under the circum- 
stances. Some resale business is going on but as a rule 
this is in smaller volume than that direct with producers. 
The situation is little different from that of the past 
few weeks and there is a good tone to the market in 
spite of the limited business. 

The price trend has continued downward and few 
prices have been reduced to firm bases. Little meaning 
can he attached to the present declines except as a 
part of the general movement. The principal change 
during the period has been on the alkalis which have 
been forced out of their strong position in second hands 
by lack of interest and are quoted lower. Resale caus- 
tic potash and sodium bichromate are lower. Saltpetre, 
refined sulfur, tartar emetic and tin oxide are lower in 
producers’ hands. Muriate of potash has continued weak 
and is quoted lower. 

Acid, Acetic—The market has remained unchanged 
with prices at former levels. Demand has been very 
weak in all quarters on account of the slowness of con- 
suming industries. Glacial acetic is still to be had irom 
second hands at decided concessions under the producers’ 
figures but the weaker grades are fairly steady at mak- 
ers’ prices. 

Acid, Hydrofluoric—Prices have remained unchanged 
on a weak market. Producers are quoting on the basis 
of 14c@15c per pound for 48% acid in carboys. Prices 
on 30% acid are around 9c@10c per pound and on 52%, 
15c@16c per pound. 


Acid, Muriatic—No change has been made in makers’ 
prices which continue rather weak on lack of inquiry. 
Quotations are given on the basis of $1.85@$2.50 per 
hundred for 20-degree acid in carboys, carlots and less. 
Reports of reductions could not be confirmed and while 
it may be possible to shade quotations given under spe- 
cial conditions there was no indication of a general cut 
in prices. Iron free acid is quoted on the basis of $2.25 
@$2.50 per hundred for 20-degree acid. 

Acid, Sulfuric—Prices have remained unchanged with 
producers reporting movement only on contract and littic 
or no new business. The basis is $20.00@$21.00 per ton 
for 66-degree acid in tank car lots f.o.b. works. 

Aluminum Sulfate—Movement continues in fair vol- 
ume at unchanged prices. Some export demand is feit 
in the market although new business has been very 
limited both from domestic and export consumers. Pro- 
ducers are in control of the market and are quoting 
iron free sulfate at $3.50@$4.00 per hundred and com- 
merciai at $2.50@$3.00 per hundred. 


Ammonium Sulfate—Prices have remained unchanged 
at former levels although failing to attract attention from 
buyers. Producers consider the present levels as low 
as it as possible to do without taking an actual loss. 
Quotations are given as $3.00@$3.10 per hundred in 
single bags and naked and $3.25@$3.35 per hundred in 
double bags f.a.s. New York. Fertilizer interests are 
.aking little or no sulfate at present. | 

Arsenic—White arsenic is variously quoted at 10c@1l1c 
per pound on the spot. Some odd lots are to be heard 
around the market as low as 9c per pound at which 
price shipment goods are offered. As a rule prices are 
fairly well held above 10c per pound. Stocks are fair 
but not heavy. Red arsenic is quoted around 15c@l6c 
per pound. 


Barium Chloride—No change has been made in the 
price of imported barium chloride which remain around 
$65.00 per ton. Domestic producers are quoting $55.60 
per ton although admitting that they are unable to get 
business at this figure. 


Barium Carbonate—Producers are quoting around 
$85.00 per ton f.o.b, works. 


Bleaching Powder—Bleach in second hands continues 
very unsteady and weak. Demand has been of a very 
limited character and some lots have been offered as 
low as 2c per pound. However the general level at 
which sales have been made was around 24%4c@2%c per 
pound. Producers are still holding their prices at $3.50 
per hundred f.o.b. works on contracts for 37% bleach. 


Potash, Caustic—Sales of spot caustic potash have 
been made during the week as low as 12c per pound for 
tair quantity from second hands. Producers are out of 
the market for the time being as ‘they are unable to sei! 
in competition with spot resellers. Inquiry has been 
very limited and some selling pressure has been noted. 


Potash, Muriate—Spot muriate is lower on very slow 
demand. Prices are named around $1.40@$1.50 per unit. 
It is hard to say how much this figure could be shaded 
in the face of firm business as there have been no actual 
orders in the market during the week. 


Saltpetre—Producers have reduced their prices and 
are now quoting 934c@12™%c per pound for saltpetre 


according to grade, packing and quantity. These prices 
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are subject to a shading of 4c per pound for business 
in carload quantities. 

Soda Ash—Prices on spot soda ash have slumped as 
the demand previously felt disappeared. Prices are 
quoted around $1.90@$2.10 per hundred for spot ash. 
Producers are holding their prices at the recently ;re- 
duced levels with $1.721%4@$2.05 per hundred named for 
light ash basis 48%, works. 

Soda, Caustic—Spot caustic has shown a similar de- 
cline as demand has weakened. Standard brands are 
to be had now as low as $3.70 per hundred on the spot. 
Producers are still holding their figure firm around $3.60 
@$3.70 per hundred for 76% basis 60% works. 

Sodium Bichromate—The spot market is again lower 
with offers heard around 8c per pound. Stocks are com- 
paratively low and actual business in fair volume should 
force prices up again. 

Sodium Nitrate—Prices are named around $2.85@$2.90 
per hundred on the spot for crude nitrate. Double re- 
fined nitrate is lower with prices named by refiners 
around 5%c@634c per pound. Inquiry for both grades 
has been very limited. 

Sodium Sulfide—Producers are quoting sodium sulfide 
variously around 7c@8c per pound for fused 60%. Re- 
sale lots are heard around 6c per pound but it is under- 
stood that odd lots can be picked up well below this 
figure in certain quarters. Crystals, 30%, are offered 
around 4c@4%c per pound. 

Sulfur—A general reduction has been announced by 
refiners of sulfur who now quote commercial flour at 
$1.45@$2.00 per hundred, 100% roll, at $2.00@$2.60 per 
hundred and 100% flowers, at $2.25@$3.05 per hundred. 
Crude sulfur remains unchanged at $20.00@$25.00 per 
ton. 

Tartar Emetic—Technical tartar emetic has been re- 
duced by producers to 37c@38c per pound. 

Tin Oxide—Tin oxide has been reduced to 45c@47c 
per pound by producers.

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NEW ALSACE POTASH AGENCY HERE 

Armand Kuhn, director of the Societe Commerciales 
des Potasses d’Alsace, says his company will open a 
New York office for the direction of its sales in the 
United States. Mr. Kuhn, accompanied by Henri Vig- 
neron, consulting engineer of the company, has been 
in this country for some time investigating the situation, 
and has concluded that the best interests of the Alsa- 
tian fields and of the American consumers would be 
served by establishing a branch of the company in the 
United States. The sale of French potash has for some 
time back been in the hands of H. J. Baker & Bro. of 
81 Fulton street. Mr. Kuhn stated that for the present 
the latter concern would still be a sales agent, but would 
no longer have the exclusive agency for the Alsatian 
mines. It is understood that the contract with the 
Baker company has not yet expired. 





About 3,350,000 short tons of lime, valued at $33,- 
518,000, was produced and sold in the United States, 
including Porto Rico and Hawaii, in 1920, according to 
an estimate made by Herbert Insley of the United 
States Geological Survey, Department of the Interior, 
from figures furnished by the principal producers. The 
quantity reported is more than that produced in any 
year since 1917 and is 9 per cent more than that pro- 
duced in 1919. It does not, however, quite equal the 
average pre-war production. The value of the lime 
produced in 1920 is considerably more than the value in 
any previous year. The average value per ton in 1920 
was $10, in 1919 it was $9.50, and in 1918 $8.36. 


The tin market closed firmer and higher in keeping 
with London. Spot and February tin were offered at 
34% cents and March at 32% cents, but there were no 
sales. Consuming demand is wanting and there does 
not seem much prospect of immediate improvement. The 
London market, after a series of declines, took a sharp 
upward turn which more than wiped out the week's 
decline on Straits metal, though standard grades were 
still below the ruling price at the close of the previous 
week. 


Companies organized in January to manufacture and 
deal in dyes, chemicals and drugs show an aggregate 
capitalization of $22,295,000, compared with an invest- 
ment of $256,631,000 in December when the Allied 
Chemical and Dye Corporation was incorporated. Three 
companies ‘have an authorized capital exceeding $1,000,- 
000, the Oselda Corporation, the American Chemical and 
Drug Co., and Breinig Bros. 


A special meeting of stockholders of the American 
Agricultural Chemical Co. has been called for March 
3 at New London, Conn., to act on the $30,000,000 issues 
of bonds and to authorize a call for the redemption on 
Aug. 1 of the outstanding 5% convertible debentures. 


The International Salt Co. and subsidiary companies 
report a loss for the quarter ended Dec. 31, last, after 
deducting all expenses, except Federal taxes, of $134,041; 
fixed charges and sinking fund were $99,832, making the 
net loss for the quarter $233,379. 


A new high record was established by the Tennessee 
Copper and Chemical Company last year, in producing 
333,629 tons of sulfuric acid, an increase of more than 
50,000 tons over the best previous year. 


The By-Products Coke Co. of Syracuse, N. Y., has 
declared the regular quarterly dividend of $1.50 per 
share, payable Feb. 21 to holders of record Jan. 24.

Readjustment of general conditions and discounting 
future developments completely overshadow a continued 
dull spot market. Purchasing does not move out of the 
rut of small-lot, routine covering in spite of the efforis 
of manufacturers and dealers to coax consumers into 
the market for quantity requirements with price cuts 
and apparent cheap offers. Many items stand today 
at levels well below, not only pre-war figures, but far 
below cost of production even with lower priced raw 
materials, but as long as they display the slightest weak- 
ness buyers will not touch them at any price. This in- 
dicates that before any real widespread buying occurs, 
prices must harden and show a distinct tendency to re- 
bound. With weakly held accumulations of goods ready 
to meet almost any figure dictated by competition from 
products in the same position, it is difficult to see steadier 
conditions ahead until the heavy excess is liquidated. 

American manufacturers have reduced prices for the 
hard mercurials. Cream of tartar in makers’ hands is 
lower. Some citrates have been cut sharply. Cod liver 
oil has Gropped again and is easy. Resale aspirin, acet- 
phenetidin and acetanilid are easier. Producers have 
cut sulfur prices. Amidopyrine is lower. Medicinal 
methylene blue has been reduced by makers. Podophyl- 
lin is down again. Terpin hydrate has declined. Sali- 
cylic acid is in keen competition and lower. Sulfonal 
and trional are down. Quinine has softened during the 
week. Imported salicin is offered cheaper on spot. Re- 
sale saccharin continues easy. 


Acetanilid—Second hands are now 
pound for spot goods in barrels. 
40c a pound for U.S.P. barrels. 


Acetphenetidin—Slightly easier in second hands here. 
Quoted at $1.65 a pound. The maker still quotes $2.25. 

Acid Citric—Lots are available on the spot at 45c a 
pound. A steady smali-lot buying demand is reported. 
Present prices look like bottom although the uncertainty 
regarding actual stocks held here in warehouses is mak- 
ing consumers wary in covering for their needs. Appear- 
ances indicate that almost everybody in the New York 
market has “an ax to grind’ on citric acid and is using 
every means to “disseminate the real inside facts’— 
sometimes bullish and then again bearish—on the citric 
situation. An unbiased opinion states that prices look 
to ‘higher for next summer. Manufacturers quote 47c 
a pound unchanged.

Acid Salicylic—Two of the leading makers are having 
somewhat of a price battle and quotations down to 23c 
a pound are heard. Other manufacturers are holding to 
28c for U.S.P. acid. The resale market is meeting the 
23c level and in some cases reported shading it. An 
order in the market early in the week at 22c was re- 
ported unfilled, however. Actual consumer demand is 
slow. 

Acid Tartaric—Weak and with large lots pressing for 
sale. U.S.P. crystals reported available down to 33c 
a pound on spot and B.P. material under this. Powdered 
reported firmer at 35c@36c. Manufacturers name 39c 
for U.S.P. acid in bulk. 


Amidopyrine—Quoted at $6.25 a pound on the spot. 
Demand iis very light. Prices ranging up to $8.00 a 
pound here. 

Antipyrine—Weak and lower at $1.60 a pound on spot. 
Demand is light and competition between sellers very 
keen. 

Aspirin—Resale aspirin is-easy and slightly lower at 
63c a pound here. American manufacturers are quoting 
73c inside for bulk goods up to 80c in some cases. 

Atropine—Easy and in light demand. American sales 
agents are naming $18.50 an ounce for alkaloid and 
$12.50 for sulfate. Imported material in outside hands 
is held at $7.00@$9.00 for sulfate and from $9.00 up for 
the alkaloid. 


Bromides—Imported German potassium bromide is 
selling freely at 22c a pound on spot. American manv- 
facturers quote 45c@47c unchanged. 


Caffeine—Weak and in small demand. Large accu- 
mulations of raw material are reported to have concen- 
trated in manufacturers’ hands. Resale goods are named 
from $6.00 up to $6.25 a pound with $6.10 generally 
asked. Manufacturers quote $6.75. Makers have re- 
duced prices for citrated caffeine to $4.90. 





Camphor—The general position is unchanged. Spot 
Japanese slabs in cases are still quoted at 80c a pound 
spot. American refiners name $1.00 a pound for bulk 
gum in barrels unchanged. Chinese crude holds at 50c 
a pound here. For shipment, 72c cif. is still reported 
the ruling level. 


Castor Oil—Producers are quoting 1lc a pound for 
U.S.P. oil in barrels. Demand is very light. 


Citrates—A sharp readjustment in quotations for 
some of the citrates has been made by manufacturers, 
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apparently as a result of the cheaper cost of production. 
The new schedule names prices as follows: Potassium 
citrate, $1.40; sodium citrate, U.S.P. IX, 85c; U.S.P. 
VIII, 70c; iron and ammonium citrate, green scales, 89c; 


citrated caffeine, $4.90. 


Cod Liver Oil—Lower prices are again ruling on the 
spot for both Norwegian and Newfoundland cod liver 
oil. Standard brands are available at $35.00 @ barrel 
here now while unbranded material is named at $32.00. 
Buying except in a small way 1s still at a standstill. 


Cream Tartar—Makers reduced their price last week 
to 35c a pound. Resale goods are openly quoted at 30c 
with stocks reported available under this. Importers 
are reported having trouble with the quality of the goods 
coming here from Europe. 


Glycerin—Spot C.P. in drums is quoted at 20c a 
pound unchanged with demand light. The position 
of the material is still dull with little interest being dis- 
played in higher refiners’ quotations. 

Hexamethylene—A lot is reported available on the 
spot at $1.00 a pound although the general run of quo- 
tations names $1.10. 

Hydrastine—A lot of recently imported alkaloid is 
now offering at $20.00 an ounce here. American agents 
for makers quote $23.50. There is practically no demand. 

Menthol—Quoted at $3.70 cif. for shipment from 
Japan but this figure is evidently not of interest here. 
Spot cases are held at $4.40 a pound while less than case 
lots range from $4.60 up as to quantity. Buying is at a 
standstill except in a very small way and the big con- 
sumers display no interest at the present time. 

Mercury—The position of quicksilver continues un- 
certain although prices are holding their own very well. 
Imported metal is reported available at $48.00 a flask 
while selling agents for American mines are naming 
$50.00 without alteration. A considerable quantity of 
unsold goods are reported held here. 

Mercurials—A sharp readjustment in prices for hard 
mercurials has been made by American manufacturers. 
The new basis is as follows: Calomel, $1.00; corrosive 
sublimate, 90c for crystal and 85c for powder; red pre- 
cipitate $1.10@$1.20; white precipitate, $1.25@$1.30; 
3ernay’s powder, 98c; Wilson’s mixture, 64c a pound. 
The soft mercurials remain unchanged. Prices quoted 
are for fifty pounds or more, one preparation or assort- 
ment. 

Methylene Blue—Medicinal blue is now available in 
makers’ hands at $5.00 a pound. Demand is light. 

Oxalates—Makers have reduced their prices for iron 
oxalate and the double iron salts of oxalic acid and now 
quote iron oxalate, 25 pound lots, 95c a pound. In lots 
of 100 pounds; iron and ammonium oxalate, 63c; and 
potassium oxalate, 73c; and sodium oxalate, 58c a pound. 

Podophyllin—Again lower and now quoted at $7.50 
a pound here. With demand small and resin on hand 
made from cheap mandrake, lower prices are predicted. 

Quinine—The steady demand for quinine noted for 
several weeks past, has dwindled to small proportions. 
Prices are softer as a result and subject to shading. 
Spot Java sulfate is quoted at 65c an ounce in hundreds 
with the reported likelihood that a good sized firm order 
would bring out lower figures. Jap is available at 62c@ 
63c. The heavy bark supplies in all markets are a 
potential bearish factor although a continuation of nor- 
mal buying might hold the price up. American manu- 
facturers still quote 70c for sulfate basis 100 ounce tins, 
without change. 

Saccharin—It is possible to buy spot saccharin of 
standard brands here at $1.65 a pound although the 
available supplies in outside hands are reported shrink- 
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ing rapidly. American makers maintain $2.25 and $2.75 
a pound without change. 

Salicin—Recently imported goods are offered here at 
$7.00 a pound with little demand. American made ma- 
terial is quoted from $10.00 a pound up as to seller and 
quantity. P 

Spartein Sulfate—Easy and lower at $1.00 an ounce 
on spot. 

Sulfonethylmethane — Makers have reduced. prices 
$1.00 a pound and now quote on a basis of $7.25@$7.50 
# pound, 25 pounds or less. In ounces, 52c@54c is now 
ruling. 

Sulfonmethane—The price has been reduced sharply 
by manufacturers and is now quoted at $5.75@$6.00 a 
pound.

Sulfur—Refiners and agents have reduced their prices 
for the refined grades of sulfur and now quote on the 
following basis: Roll in barrels, $2.15@$2.70 # hundred;

Terpin Hydrate—Owing to the cheaper cost of the 
raw material, makers have again reduced their quota- 
tions for terpin hydrate and now quote 63c@65c a pound. 





The National Wholesale Druggists’ Association calls 
attention to the fact that under the terms of an ordin- 
ance recently adopted by the New York Board of Health 
manufacturers of proprietary medicines are required 
to register their preparations with the Board of Health 
unless they give on their packages a list of “the names 
of all of the ingredients to which the therapeutic effects 
claimed are attributed and the names of all other in- 
gredients except such as are physiologically inactive.” 
The ordinance is effective April 1, 1921. For those who 
on or before that date have this statement on their 
packages registration of the package is not required. 
Those who do not have this statement on their packages 
should make application to the Board of Health for 
application blanks for registration.

Co., wholesale druggists of New York for more than 
forty years, died at Bellevue Hospital, on Feb. 2. He 
was taken ill with pneumonia about a week before his 
death.

No activity of consequence could be seen in the dye 
and intermediate market of the week past. Buyers are 
still holding aloof awaiting a resumption of activity in 
consuming industries and definite action on the tariff 
measure. Just how long it will take to reach a state of 
reasonable activity is very hard to say and while the 
present situation is not entirely hopeless the attitude of 
sellers is far from optimistic. In the absence of volume 
of business prices are quite unsteady and quoted values 
have little meaning on account of shading in almost 
every direction for firm business. 

Price changes during the week were few and although 
firm business would probably have brought about revi- 
sions in the list the lack of it has left prices still in their 
former weak positions. An advance on aniline oil has 
occurred during the week more on account of the atti- 
tude of holders than any increase in demand. Naph- 
thalene continues weak with resale lots still available 
well below the producers’ prices. Salicylic acid and 
phenyl-alpha-naphthylamine are lower in producers’ 
hands. Beta-naphthol is unchanged in its former weak 
position. 

Coal Tar Crudes 

Benzene—Producers are holding prices firm on the 
former basis of 30c@36c per gallon in tank cars and 
drums for pure benzene and 28c@34c per gallon for 
90% on the same basis. Inquiry has been slow with 
movement limited to small lots. Some shading of the 
price of 90% seems to be going on in some quarters 
but as a rule the market is holding well in spite of the 
lack of business. The refiners are now putting out a 
grade of benzene somewhat similar to 90% for dry 
cleaning as an outlet for their surplus stocks. 

Naphthalene—Producers are holding their stocks at 
9c@10c per pound for flake and 10c@1lc per pound for 
balls but report very little business except in small lots. 
Stocks of flake naphthalene in second hands are still 
in distress and are offered as low as 8c@9c per pound 
with firm business possible as low as 7c per pound in 
most quarters. 

Phenol—The market is held around 934c per pound 
on the spot on the strength of the limited stocks which 


are available and in spite of the lack of any active in- 
quiry. Government stocks are still offered without in- 
quiry around 12c per pound and up according to quan- 
tity. Any active inquiry would probably force the price 
up to near the government figure. 

Intermediates 

Acid, Gamma—Producers are holding their prices up 
around $3.75 per pound although rumors to the effect 
that gamma acid has been sold during the week as low 
as $3.25 per pound have been heard. The producers’ 
figure can probably be shaded to some extent but there 
seems to be little justification for the lower figure in 
spite of the lack of business. 

Acid H—Producers are quoting $1.50 per pound and 
up according to quantity and while admitting that of- 
fers are heard as low as $1.25 per pound they are in- 
clined to question the quality of goods offered at this 
figure. 

Acid, Laurent’s—Prices are held around 50c@60c per 
pound with little inquiry. 

Acid, Nevile and Winther’s—Prices are held fairly 
steady on the former basis of $1.60@$1.65 per pound 
with a limited amount of business passing. 

Acid, Salicylic—Prices down to 23c per pound have 
been done during the period for round lots of pure 
salicylic acid. The break seems to have resulted from 
competitive price cutting among manufacturers and 
some are still holding their prices up around 28c per 
pound. Business has been limited but with a few orders 
for good quantities in the market. 

Alpha-naphthylamine—Second hands are still offering 
below producers’ figures. Quotations range from 38c up 
to 60c per pound according to seller and quantity. Pro- 
ducers are generally quoting 43c@45c as their bottom 
price for large quantity although in some cases they may 
be willing to do 38c per pound on firm business in quan- 
tity. Inquiry has been of a very limited character. 


Aniline Oil—Holders of spot lots are asking 22c per 
pound drums extra as lots at lower figures have gradu- 
ally moved to stronger hands. Producers are not in 
the market below 23c per pound and others are quoting 
up to 28c per pound. The general situation is weak in 
spite of its apparent strength on account of the lack 
of any active inquiry. Producing plants are either 
closed or running on very short schedules to prevent 
over production in the face of the inactivity of the 
market. 


Aniline Salt—Such inquiries as have come into the 
market have been met by free shading of the quoted 
price of 28c per pound. No business of consequence has 
developed. 


Anthraquinone—Sublimed anthraquinone is generally 
held around $2.00 per pound by producers although there 
are offers as low as $1.85 per pound from others. 


Benzidine—Benzidine base has remained unchanged 
around $1.00 per pound on a very inactive market. Sul- 
fate is still held around 80c per pound although this 
figure could probably be shaded somewhat for firm 
business. 

Beta-naphthol—Spot prices are given around 30c per 
pound with little inquiry noted. Makers are holding at 
from 35c up to 45c per pound according to seller and 
quantity. Supplies on the spot are not heavy and a 
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resumption of active demand would probably force the 
price up to the makers’ figures. 
Diphenylamine—Distressed lots are still in the mar- 
ket as low as 60c per pound although producers are 
quoting 70c per pound as their bottom figure for quan- 
tity. Demand has been very slow and the market with- 
out activity. 
G Salt—Prices as quoted may be shaded for firm 
business. Quotations are given as 80c@85c per pound. 
Para-nitroaniline—Resale lots of para are still to be 
had around 90c@95c per pound although producers are 
unwilling to accept business below $1.05@$1.15 accord- 
ing to quantity and delivery. Stocks in second hands 
are not large and prices will probably be forced up to 
producers’ figures by any resumption of buying. 
Phenyl-alpha-naphthylamine—Stocks are to be had at 
concessions under the recently quoted prices. Offers 
are heard around $2.25@$2.50 per pound according to 
quantity. No interest has been shown by consumers in 
spite of the reduction. 


RE-ORGANIZATION IN DU PONT DIVISION 

E. I. du Pont de Nemours & Co., Wilmington, Del., 
have perfected plans for a re-organization in the mis- 
cellaneous manufacturing department of the business. 
This department, effective February 1, has been discon- 
tinued, and two branches organized to be known as the 
Dyestuffs Department, and the Paint and Chemical 
Department, respectively.

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F. E. ATTEAUX & CO.’"S CHARGES 
(Special to DruG AND CHEMICAL MARKETS) 

Boston, Mass., Feb. 9.—In the complaint filed by F. 
E. Atteaux & Co. against the American Dyewood Co., 
it is stated that at the time war was declared, and the 
supply of aniline dyes from Germany was entirely cut 
off, a considerable demand for natural dyestuffs and ex- 
tracts produced from various dyewoods arose. The At- 
teaux Company caused the formation of the Consumers’ 
Dyewood Products Corporation in order that the At- 
teaux Company might not be compelled to deal entirely 
with the American Dyewood Company. 

Upon the formation of the new company, F. E. At- 
teaux & Co. made a contract with it under which the 
Consumers’ company agreed to furnish 500,000 pounds 
of its product per month on a “cost plus” basis. The 
declaration further states that without the plaintift’s 
knowledge, the American Dyewood Co. secured control 
of the stock of the Consumers’ company and of its 
operations and then proceeded to operate under the 
contract with the Atteaux company in such a way as 
to render the contract not only unprofitable but oppres- 
sive to the plaintiff. The Atteaux company further 
claims to have been injured by an attachment made 
against it by the American company in another suit 
pending in the Federal District Court at Boston. 

The plaintiff further charges that the American com- 
pany is a monopoly both under the Sherman act and 
under the Clayton act and that therefore damages should 
be assessed threefold on each claim. According to the 
complaint, the American company has control of prac- 
tically 90 per cent of all of the dyewood business of the 
country either directly or through its subsidiary com- 
panies, 





JOHN H. YOCUM DEAD 


John H. Yocum, a chemist specializing in the leather 
trade, died in Newark, N. J., on Jan, 27, from penumonia. 
His offices were at 325 Academy street, Newark. Mr. 
Yocum was born at Ashland, Pa., in 1870. He was edu- 
cated at Pennsylvania State College, and was chief 
chemist for the United States Leather Co., New York, 
for six years. In 1900 he incorporated the Yocum Manu- 
facturing Co. at Newark, N. J., and established the 
laboratory which for many years was known as the 
Yocum-Eachus Laboratory. In 1904 he was made Gen- 
eral Manager of The J. H. Ladew Company, which posi- 
tion he held until 1912. In January, 1920, he incorpor- 
ated the laboratory which he had established in 1900, the 
company erected a plant at Irvington, N. J., for the 
manufacture of synthetic tanning extracts. 

Mr. Yocum was one of the leading factors in the 
formation of the American Leather Chemists Associa- 
tion, and was one of the earlier presidents of the Asso- 
ciation. 

He was also a member of the Society of Chemical 
Industry, the American Chemical Society and the New 
Jersey Chemical Society; and a member of The Chem- 
ists Club, New York City, the Essex County Country 
Club, West Orange, N. J., and the Down Town Club 
and Newark Athletic Club, Newark, N. J. He was a 
Knight Templar, and a noble of the Ancient Arabic 
Order of the Nobles of the Mystic Shrine, Salaam 
Temple.

The bullish tone of oils during January has entirely 
disappeared and the market is again slumping badly. 
Prices continue to decline as buyers refuse to emer 
orders in any reasonable volume. The transactions 
recorded have been for such small lots of material as 
to be inconsiderable in the face of the heavy stocks 
which are held in most quarters. The only item which 
has shown the slightest sign of strength in the entire 
oil market has been olive foots and the strength shown 
here seems to be of artificial character brought about 
by a temporary shortage of supplies. Otherwise all 
prices have been subject to shading in the face of firm 
business in almost any volume and buyers have been 
unwilling to cover more than immediate needs which 
are very limited in character. 

The vegetable oil market has been decidedly lower in 
spite of an advance on olive foots. Declines have been 
noted on China wood, Cochin and Manila coconut, P.S.Y. 
sesame, and Coast soya bean oils. The present quoted 
cottonseed, linseed, denatured olive, palm, peanut, edibie 
figures are however far from firm and concessions are 
being freely given for business in even limited volume. 

The fish oils have remained without change. Cod oil 
is still fairly steady at recently advanced levels on the 
shortage of stocks. Menhaden oil is weak but un- 
changed. 

Reductions were recorded during the week on red 
oil, oleo oil and stearic acid. Prices have been far from 
steady for some time and are still weak. 

Naval stores have been again reduced on lack of in- 
terest. Both rosin and turpentine are very weak with 
no demand for export to help bolster up the very weak 
domestic situation. 

Vegetable Oils 

Linseed Oil—Crushers have again reduced their prices 

and are now quoting on the basis of 70c per gallon in 


carlots of barrels, but it is probable that this figure 
can be shaded for firm business. Just how much below 
this level sellers would be willing to go is not known 
on account of the absence of firm business in the mar- 
ket. The London market has continued unsteady 
around former values with present quotations given as 
31 shillings per quintal. Antwerp oil is slightly lower 
at 190 francs per hundred kilos. 

The flaxseed markets have remained unsteady and 
weak with little or no interest from the crushers. Prices 
have held fairly well around former levels but in the 
absence of real buying interest present quotations mean 
little. Buenos Aires quotes $1.24% per bushel, Duluth 
$1.75@$1.80 per bushel, and Winnipeg $1.77@$1.81 per 
bushel according to position. 

Castor Oil—Prices on castor oil on the spot have 
remained unchanged but still weak. No 1 oil is quoted 
at 1lc@11%c per pound in barrels. No. 3 oil is to be 
had around 10%c@l11c per pound. 

China Wood Oil—Prices on the spot have remained 
on the former quoted basis of 934c@10c per pound in 
barrels. Coast wood oil in barrels is fractionally lower 
at 834c@9c per pound with very limited interest and 
shading possible for firm business. 

Coconut Oil—The coconut oil situation continues un- 
steady with weakness noted in many directions. Ceylon 
oil is unchanged at 1134c@12c per pound for spot bar- 
rels and 1034c@1lc per pound named for tanks. Cochin 
oil is slightly lower with barrels named at 1234c@13c 
per pound and tanks at 1134c@12c per pound. Manila 
coconut oil in sellers’ tank cars f.o.b. Coast has changed 
hands during the week down to 8%c per pound but the 
quoted prices are 834c@9c per pound. Lack of any 
but the most desultory business has prevented any firm- 
ness in the market. 

Corn Oil—Lack of interest has characterized the corn 
oil market with prices unchanged on the former basis. 

Cottonseed Oil—Crude cottonseed oil in buyers’ tanks 
f.o.b, Southern mills is lower at 534c@6c per pound 
with bids at the lower figure and offers at the higher. 
No business of consequence was done. Prime summer 
yellow oil on the Produce Exchange declined to 8c@9c 
per pound asked according to position with bids some- 
what below these figures. Little business was done with 
consumers, 

Olive Oil—Denatured olive oil has been generally re- 
duced to $2.00 per gallon although there are still holders 
as high as $2.50 per gallon. Demand is very weak and 
stocks are comparatively heavy. Prime green Italian 
foots are offered around 1lc per pound with stocks very 
low. Demand for foots has been noted in some quarters 
and this coupled with the shortage of stocks has forced 
the market up. 

Palm Oil—Prices on palm oil are lower and weak. 
Lagos oil is quoted at 7-@7%c per pound on the spot 
and Niger at 6%c@634c per pound. 

Peanut Oil—Prices on crude peanut oil are lower both 
on the Coast and f.o.b. southern mills. Quotations in 
sellers’ tank cars at both points are given as 7c@7%4c 
per pound. Business has been of a very limited char- 
acter and prices quoted are weak. 

Rapeseed Oil—Quotations on refined rapeseed oil in 
barrels on the spot are given as $1.10@$1.12 per gallon. 
Blown oil is lower with barrels quoted at $1.15@$1.20 
per gallon. 
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Sesame Oil—Domestic sesame oil is lower with offers 
around $1.90@$2.00 per gallon. 

Soya Bean Oil—Coast oil has again slumped and 
sales are rumored at prices even below the quoted fig- 
ures of 5c@5%4c per pound in sellers’ tank cars. The 
market is very weak and probably subject to some shad- 
ing. Stocks are heavy. Spot prices have remained un- 
changed with crude in barrels quoted at 8c@8%c per 
pound, 

Fish Oils 

Cod Oil—Prices have remained unchanged in the 
absence of better stocks and with limited buying interest. 
Newfoundland oil is quoted at 65c per gallon. 

Menhaden Oil—Prices are unchanged but mean little 
in the absence of demand. Quotations are heard from 
30c per gallon up to 35c per gallon according to position 
and quantity. * 

Animal Oils 

Oleo Oil—Prices are lower on a continued weakness 
in demand. Present quotations are given as llc@13%< 
per pound according to grade and it is probable that 
these figures could be shaded considerably for firm 
business. 

Red Oil—Quotations are lower with distilled red oi! 
at 7Y%c per pound and saponified at 8c per pound. Even 
these prices are subject to some shading for firm busi- 
ness. 

Stearic Acid—Quotations on stearic acid are lc per 
pound lower on lack of any real interest from buyers. 
Single pressed acid is quoted at 11%c@l12c per pound, 
double pressed acid at 12%c@l13c per pound and triple 
pressed acid at 134%4c@l14c per pound. 

Naval Stores 

Rosin—A reduction of 50c per barrel has been made 
on spot rosins of all grades on the weakness of buying 
interest. B to M grades inclusive are quoted at $8.25 
per barrel and N to WW inclusive are quoted at $8.50 
per barrel. 

Turpentine—Spot turpentine declined 7c per gallon 
during the week to 64c per gallon with even this level 
subject to shading in some quarters. There has been 
very little demand for even small lot. material during 
the week and the reduction failed to stimulate interest. 
The London market has remained unchanged and the 
southern primary markets have done no business for 
months,

Crude drugs held on spot and in primary markets are 
being forced out by holders at figures which depress 
values. Forced liquidation holds the botanical market 
under a continual tension of selling pressure. Goods 
flood in from Europe, quantities on consignment, and 
are not being taken up by American consuming channels. 
On the spot, business continues very slow and orders 
are confined to small jobbing quantities. Price revisions 
have been fewer during the week past than for some 
time, both sellers and consumers marking time, waiting 
for conditions to show real evidence of improvement. 

One of the chief deveiopments this week was the sharp 
cutting of shipment figures on buchu for Cape Town. 
Spot nux vomica is lower as new goods approach this 
market. Selected elm has become easier and is cheaper 
in some hands. Blood root is soft. Cut soap bark has 
dropped eff. California honey is cheaper. Whole henna 
is down again. Zanzibar cloves continue under pres- 
sure. Turkish and white Indian poppy seeds have ad- 
vanced. Savory and Greek sage are off. Quince seed 
is cheaper. 

Crude Drugs 

Balm Gilead Buds—Easier on the spot and selling at 
95c a pound for half dry buds on spot. Dry buds are 
quoted up to $1.25. For shipment the country asks 
under fifty cents. 

Cantharides—Chinese whole flies easy at 75c a pound 
with 70c possible on a good order. Powdered unchanged 
at $1.00. Russian cantharides are unsteady at $2.50 for 
whole and $2.75 for powdered. 

Ergot—Still a weak item on spot. It is possible to 
buy here in weak hands at 65c a pound still although 
quotations up to 75c are heard. A sale was reported

Nux Vomica—Whole buttons are now openly quoted 
on spot at 12c a pound. Holders are somewhat anxious 
as cheaper shipments approach this market. Present 
demand is naturally slow with the prospect of lower 
cost goods being available shortly. Powdered material 
is still quoted at 19c@20c spot. 

Barks 

Cascara Sagrada—Demand is light on the spot al- 
though prices are unchanged here. Shippers on the 
Coast ate reported rather hard pressed for money and 
willing to make concessions to move stocks. An f.o.b. 
price of 10'%c in cars has been heard. Spot goods range 
from 15c a pound for 1920 peel in quantity up as to 
age and quantity. 

Cramp—So-called cramp bark has moved up another 
cent this week as supplies dwindle. A large consumer 
has about cleaned out this market.

Soap—Large lots of soap bark are pressing for sale 
here and prices are somewhat unsteady. Cut bark has 
been reduced to 16c a pound spot. Crushed is still held 
at 14%4c while whole is more or less soft at llc.

It will be about ten days before shipments of cubebs 
at present on dock will be passed on by Customs in- 
spectors. The market, meanwhile, remains firm at $1.25 
@$1.30 for ordinary; $1.30@$1.35 for powdered and 
$1.35@$1.40 for XX. Saw palmetto berries have eased 
to 23c a pound although still in light supply. Lack ot 
demand lately is the reason. Cocculus indicus holds at 
18c. Junipers easy at 334c.

Arnica—The flowers are weak and in small demand 
but unchanged in spot price at 15c a pound. 

Chamomiles—Hungarian style hold at 27c a pound ou 
spot while the genuine Hungarian are quoted at 28c.

Insect—Whole flowers range from 40c up to 50c a 
pound as to quality and quantity. Powder, 100 per cent, 
is unchanged at 50c a pound spot while fifty per cent is 
held at 35c. Competition between Dalmatian and Ja- 
panese goods is keen.

Asafetida is weak at $1.90@$2.00 a pound and tending 
lower. Powdered $2.50. Acacia amber sorts cleaned are 
easy at llc in bales. Curacao aloes is unchanged at 8%c 
spot in cases. Tragacanth No. 1 $3.75 while best ribbons 
command $3.90. ‘ 
Leaves and Herbs 

Buchu—Last week cables came through to this mar- 
ket from Cape Town at 6s as compared with 10s named 
a week or so previous. Early this week, 5s was reported, 
all charges paid, laid down in New York. At present 
exchange rates this figures out about $1.00. The belief 
seems founded here that there iis a large carry over from 
the 120,000 pound crop of 1920. On spot, there are only 
one or two holders who have been caught with stocks 
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worth mentioning. These cost about $2.60 or $2.70 and 
if cleaned out at $2.00, the holders might be considered 
lucky. New crop goods should be coming forward soon 
although importers here do not appear to be falling over 
each other to take on goods at the 5s figure. Spot 
is named at $2.30 with little or no buying. A bid of 
$2.00 would undoubtedly get spot goods. 

Coltsfoot—The price has been dropped to 9c@llc a 
pound by crude drug houses here. 

Henna—A very good demand has sprung up for pow- 
dered. Quotations of 23c are reported to sell goods for 
one house while another reports 22c as not attracting 
a great deal of ithe business. Whole henna is again 
lower at 19c a pound spot. 

Sage—Greek sage has dropped to 7c a pound on spot 
and is easy thereat. Dalmatian can be bought as cheap 
as 8c and as high as 9%4c for nice grade reworked ma- 
terial. Spanish holds weak at 7c here. 

Savory—Quotations here have dropped to 14c@15c 
as to seller and grade for savory. 

Roots 

Althea—The cheap seller here is still offering cut 
goods at 2lc a pound with the balance of the market 
holding out for 25c.

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MEETING OF DRUG TRADE SECTION 

The Drug Trade Section of the Board of Trade and 
Transportation discussed a proposition to introduce 
# uniform poison label law in all states, at a meeting 
last week, but decided that the disadvantages of such a 
law would be greater than the benefits, as the states have 
different regulations concerning the antidotes to appear 
on labels. 

The Rainey anti-narcotic bill and the Curtis bill were 
discussed with reference to Federal control, but no ac- 
tion was taken. Regulations issued by Walter R. Her- 
rick, Commissioner of Narcotic ‘Control in New York 
state, were attacked because of the wording “in any 
quantity whatever,” which it was argued was not in 
conformity with the law which specifically permits 
manufacturers of medicinal preparations to use narcotics 
without prescription provided the quantities do not ex- 
ceed two grains of opium, one-fourth grain of morphine 
or one-eighth grain of heroin or one grain of codeine 
(or ten grains of chloral) or their salts in one fluid 
ounce or if in solid preparations, one avoirdupois ounce, 
or in plasters, liniments and ointments for external 
use only. 

C. C. Speiden, who was elected chairman in January, 
brought up the question of changing the name to Drug 
and Chemical Section, and the secretary was instructed 
to take the necessary steps to have the title amended. 





Evidence that international drug smugglers are 
sending narcotics to New York was obtained Saturday 
in the arrest of Frederick Sundloff, a Swedish quarter- 
master on the steamship Florence Luckenbach, now in 
repair at the Robins Dry Dock, Brooklyn, the police say, 
when detectives made a second capture of $20,000 worth 
of cocaine and heroin in less than a week. The arrest 
of the quartermaster was linked to the arrest of George 
Connors, a boatswain on the same steamship, who was 
alleged to have had $20,000 worth of cocaine when he 
was arrested a week ago at 355 Fifth avenue, Brooklyn. 


Samuel P. Nickells, sales manager for S, B. Penick & 
Co., New York crude drug house, has severed’ connec- 
tions with that company and has become associated with 
the recently formed Lyon Botanical Co., 35 Fuiton 
street, New York, as vice-president and general man- 
ager. Julian W. Lyon is president of the crude drug 
company which was incorporated last December. 


A suit by the Bernhan Chemical & Metal Corporation 
against S. Platin & Co., resulted in a verdict for the 
plaintiff for $4,000. The case was tried before Judge 
Platzek and a jury. The issue was whether the defend- 
ant ordered quinine sulfate. The officials said if anyone 
in their employ ordered the goods, it was without 
authority. 


Dr. Carleton Simon, special deputy police commis- 
sioner in charge of the New York Narcotic Squad, made 
two raids on Tuesday night, and arrested ten men and 
seized $40,000 worth of opium in Hester and Mulberry 
streets, not far from police headquarters. In amother 
raid Federal officials recovered $80,000 worth of drugs 
and made two arrests.

The essential oil market is at a standstill as far as 
any buying in excess of jobbing quantities is concerned. 
No change in the general condition has occurred during 
the week past, prices showing few revisions. Such 
changes in quotations as were made, showed a continu- 
ation of the steady easing downward of values although 
nowhere were any sharp declines registered. Consum- 
ing industries still steadfastly refuse to buy anything 
in excess of the barest needs for immediate use. The 
potential demand which is being built up by the reduc- 
tion of raw material stocks in consuming quarters to 2 
minimum, is the most hopeful aspect of the current 
market. 

The few prices which have changed this week, show 
losses. Spot citronella has eased off further on lack 
of demand. U.S.P. and West Indian sandalwood prices 
have been cut, the former still standing below import 
cost. Methyl salicylate has been moved down by mak- 
ers, who, in turn, are being undersold by second hands. 
Lemon oil is still weak with distress lots depressing 
Peppermint oil holds easy but unchanged. Mak-

ers have reduced coumarin. Citral is lower. Most 
sellers have dropped eucalyptol although the oil is 
steady. Imported methyl anthranilate is easier. Safrol 
is weak. Vanillin is down in first hands. 


Essential Oils 

Oil Almond—U:S.P. bitter oil unchanged at $8.00 a 
pound ranging upward for special brands. Benzalde- 
hyde is unchanged at $1.00 for U.S.P. Sweet almond 
oil holds easy at 50c a pound. 

Oil Anise—Prices are quite steady both on the spot 
and for shipment although individual cases of shading 
here and there are to be expected from unsteady holders. 
Spot price for technical oil as imported holds unchanged 
at 75c a pound while U.S.P. material is quoted at 85c. 

Oil Bay—Dull and tending easier. Quoted on spot at 
$3.50 a pound. 

Oil Bergamot—Generally quoted at $6.00 a pound but 
it is still possible to buy at $5.75 on firm business.

Oil Caraway—Dull with demand for anything more 
than small jobbing lots at a standstill. Rectified oil is 
quoted at $2.40@$2.50 a pound on spot as to seller and 
quantity. 

Oil Cassia—Steady and unchanged as far as prices are 
concerned. Technical oil is held here at $1.10 a@ pound 
as imported. Lead free is quoted still at $1.20 while 
U.S.P. goods are named at $1.45@$1.50 a pound as to 
seller. 

Oil Cedar Leaf—Selling freely at $1.15 a pound 
where there is a demand. 

Oil Cedar Wood—Available on spot at 10c a pound in 
drums but with demand small. Quoted up to 65c in 
some quarters. 

Oil Citronella—The spot price for drums has again 
been cut owing to the selling pressure being brought to 
bear on holdings here and the smallness of the demand 
from consuming channels. Spot drums are now openly 
named at 36c a pound and it is intimated that less can 
be done on firm business. There is no demand for 
Java oil. The price is still $1.00 spot. 

Oil Cloves—The easy position of the spice holds the 
oil weak although prices have shown no variation from 
the $1.50 level for several weeks past. Demand is con- 
fined to small quantities only. Spot goods are quoted 
at $1.50@$1.55 a pound for cans and from $1.60 up for 
less in bottles. 

Oil Eucalyptus—Steady but in very small demand 
just at present. The price is still held at 60c a pound 
for U.S.P. Australian oil in cases on spot. 

Oil Geranium—Standard brands of African geranium 
are held here at $7.50@$8.00 a pound although reports 
indicate that unbranded goods can be picked up as low 
as $6.50. Bourbon is unchanged and steady at $7.00@ 
$7.25 a pound. Turkish is held at $4.25 here. 

Oil Juniper Berries—In jobbing request only. Easy 
but unchanged in price for spot goods at $2.75 a pound 
for rectified oil. 

Oil Lavender—As to seller, quality and quantity, prices 
range from $7.00 a pound up to $10.00 for U.S.P. laven- 
der oil here. Aspic is easier at $1.10@$1.20 a pound 
with little demand and stocks plentiful. 





Oil Lemon—Heavy shipments have been coming in 
here recently and an already weak market shows the 
effect of further depression. The chief weakness lies 
not with the selling agents for leading brands but with 
outside importers of more or less unknown material 
who are well scared by the condition of the market and 
sacrificing prices to unload. For well-known brands, 
85c up to $1.00 a pound is representative of the range 
on spot although it is easy to buy at 70c in outside hands. 
For shipment, 65c c.i.f. has been cabled but is receiving 
little attention. 
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Oil Lemongrass—This item is dead with practically 
no demand. Quoted at $2.15 a pound spot which has 
little or 10 meaning. 

Oil Limes—The activity in expressed limes has quieted 
down but the item is still firm and in small supply at 
$4.25 a pound spot. Distilled unchanged at 90c. 

Oil Orange—West Indian oil is selling on the spot 
more or less freely at $2.60 a pound. Sicilian oil is easy 
and unchanged at $3.25 a pound here. Actual demand 
except for small lots, is very limited. 


Oil Peppermint—Natural oil of peppermint continues 
easy at $4.50 a pound on the spot and is receiving little 
support from the consuming element. U.S.P. oil is 
unchanged at $5.25. Pressure to sell among some 
holders is still a weakening factor in this market. 

Oil Sandalwood—Weak here and now quoted openly 
at $9.50 a pound although sellers have been doing this 
for the past ten days on firm business. The shipment 
figure has been reduced sharply by London. West In- 
dian sandalwood is lower at $5.00 a pound on spot. 

Oil Wintergreen—Makers have reduced methyl sali- 
cylate to 45c a pound while it is now possible to buy in 
resale hands at 42c.

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CITRIC ACID FIRMER IN LONDON 


Japanese Refined Camphor, Cloves, Cocaine, Menthol 
and Senega Root Easier—Lower Quotations An- 
nounced on Apomorphine, the Bichromates, Saltpeter, 
Shellac and Vanillin 

(Special Cable to DruG AND CHEMICAL MARKETS) 

London, Feb. 8—Home trade in crude drugs and 
chemicals is improving, but foreign trade continues 
dull. There is a firmer tone in citric acid and platinum. 

Prices are easier on Japanese refined camphor, cloves, 
cocaine, farina, menthol and senega root. 

Lower quotations are in effect on apomorphine, the bi- 
chromates, cocoa butter, glucose, saltpeter, shellac, sul- 
phonal and vanillin. 





London, Feb. 1 (By Mail)—There is not much ac- 
tivity in our markets, either for drugs or fine chemicals. 
Very large supplies were offered at the Drug Auctions, 
including many lots unsold in November, but the de- 
mand was again very limited, and the actual sales only 
trifling. 

Camphor, refined, remains very quiet and easy, with 
practically no change in price. Japanese slabs are still 
quoted at 4s 9d per lb. China crude has been mainly 
responsible for the recent depression, but the cheap par- 
cels of the usual run of unsatisfactory quality which had 
been overshadowing the market have been partly ab- 
sorbed and gone into consumption. The best informed 
firms in this interest express the opinion that when this 
incubus is out of the way, a substantial recovery may 
be looked for in the not very remote future. 

Castor oil is lower, English pharmaceutical being now 
£55, first pressing £50 and second pressing £45 per 
ton, ex works. 

Cocoa butter is 1d per lb. cheaper, prime English 
being offered at 1s 9d per lb. ex works. 

Farina is quiet and easier, at 26s 6d per cwt. for No. 1 
Japanese. 

Formaldehyde after several falls, now appears to be 
firmer, and is quoted at from £130 to £135 per ton. 

Glucose is lower, American water white liquid being 
offered at 40s per cwt., duty paid, landed terms. 

Hexamine remains steady, with a fair business doing 
at 7s 6d per Ib. 

Linseed oil is still weak, and the market closes at 
33s per cwt. net, on spot. 

Pyramidon is considerably firmer, and business is be- 
ing done in it at 25s per lb.

CANADA’S DYE AND FERTILIZER IMPORTS 
(Special to DruG AND CHEMICAL MARKETS) 


Toronto, Canada, Feb, 5.—The monthly report of the 
Trade of Canada for November gives the value of im- 
ports of dyes and tanning materials as follows: From 
Britain, $102,965; from United States, $421,593; from 
other countries, $67,492; total $592,050; as compared with 
imports from Britain $52,980; from United States $569- 
078; from other countries $18,765, total $640,823 for 
November, 1919. 

Imports of aniline and coal tar dyes, included in the 
above, were as follows: From Britain, 103,842 1bs., 
value $41,631; United States, 158,817 Ibs., $176,870; from 
Switzerland, 3,214 Ibs., $7,988; other countries 65 Ibs., 
$130; total 265,938 Ibs., $226,019. For November, 1919, 
the figures were, from Britain 47,461 Ibs., $29,168; United 
States, 189,917 lbs., $223,184; Switzerland, 9,049 Ibs., $18,- 
731. Total 246,427 lIbs., $271,083. 

Fertilizers were imported to the value of $127,824 of 
which $126,854 was from the United States, as compared 
with importations of $85,020 of which $82,756 was from 
the United States in November, 1919. 
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CHILY’S NEW NITRATE ASSOCIATION 

The differences between the new organization of 
Chilian nitrate producers and the old association are 
pointed out by Julius Klein, former U. S. Commercial 
Attache, Buenos Aires, in an article in the “New York 
Tribune,” in which he says: 

“The chief points of difference between the new or- 
ganization and the old ones are: (1) The insistence that 
the new body shall control not less than 80 per cent of 
the industry; (2) the strength of its authority over mem- 
bers, prices, and details of sales, and (3) the close asso- 
ciation of the new combine with the Government. The 
last point is the culmination of a steady development 
toward what may be called the “Chilianization” of the 
industry, which has been going on during the past six 
years. Nearly 50 per cent of the total nitrate output is 
now produced by Chilian companies. According to the 
1919 figures the British were second with about 35 per 
cent, but the transfer in March, 1920, of some large 
British works to Jugo-Slavic capitalists who have long 
been prominent in Chili has put the Jugo-Slavs in 
second place. The four German companies controlling 
about 5 per cent of the total output were admitted to the 
association early last month, and the only non-members 
now are the two American companies, the Grace and 
Du Pont properties, which represent about 4 per cent of 
the productive strength of the industry. 


“The Chilian Government derives 65 per cent of its 
total revenue from the nitrate export taxes. This ac- 
counts for its solicitude since 1914 regarding the finan- 
cial status of the industry. Since that year it has, on 
the basis of stocks held by the companies, issued bonds 
in their favor to the total amount of about $25,000,000. 
Furthermore, it has recently conceded a 50 per cent 
preferential rate on the export tariffs in favor of mem- 
bers of the association. This strong Governmental 
support distinguishes the new association from its prede- 
cessors and materially strengthens it against possible 
retaliatory measures from overseas.” 





FLUCTUATIONS IN GERMAN CHEMICALS 


The fine chemical market of Germany for 1920 as re- 
viewed by the “Chemiker-Zeitung” shows wide fluc- 
tuations in price. For the first two months of the year 
the foreign demand for fine chemicals and pharmaceuti- 
cals was enormous resulting in wild speculation and the 
entrance of new firms into the field. The price peak was 
reached in February and was followed by a drop in 
May. September saw a recovery but not to the Febru- 
ary prices and the last few months of the year were 
characterized by severe decline. The following quota- 
tions given in marks per kilogram show the high and 
low prices for the year in some of the fine chemicals 
and pharmaceuticals.

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BRITISH CHEMICAL MARKET WEAK 


Foreign Competition Keen In Many Products—Little 
Demand for Soda Ash—Caustic Soda Easier—Nitrate 
of Soda Lower—Sodium Nitrite Reduced By Makers

London, Feb. 1.—With the exception of one or two 





slight declines in values there is no change of importance 
to record in the market for industrial chemicals. Busi- 
ness continues in a small way and the tone of the mar- 
ket in the great majority of products is weak and un- 
steady. Acetate of lead is inclined to weaken. For- 
maldehyde is again a little cheaper. Foreign compe- 
tition in # number of instances is keen. 

Acetic acid is still weak with little demand; prices 
are again a shade on the easy side at £68 for glacial and 
£60 and £58 for 80% pure and technical respectively. 
Acetone is on the market but not moving, British Gov- 
ernment specification material is nominally about £100 
per ton. Alum continues with but few sales at last 
week’s figure of about £19 per ton. There is prac- 
tically no demand for arsenic and prices are nominally 
about £60 per ton. 

Bleaching powder quotations are a little easier on an 
extremely quiet market. Dealers are offering from stock 
at about £22 per ton in hardwood casks. Borax is only 
being enquired for very occasionally; spot parcels ob- 
tainable at £39 for crystals and £40 for powdered. 
Makers’ prices (lst January 1921), for home trade only, 
£38 for crystals and £39 for powdered. Copper sul- 
fate is not in anything like the normal demand; makers’ 
prices remain steady at £38 per ton in bags and £39 
in casks. Epsom salts are now offering round about 
£7 10s per ton against £8 last week. The market is 
very quiet. ‘ 

Oxalic acid continues to be asked for moderately, fair 
stocks are available and the price is inclined to ease 
to 1s 2d to 1s 3d per Ib. 

Potassium bichromate is @ lifeless market with values 
unchanged at about Is 2d to 1s 3d per lb. Makers’ 
price 1s 3d per lb. Potassium carbonate is offering at 
about £64 for spot lots. Makers’ price today is £55 
for 90-92 per cent material. The market is unusually 
quiet. Potassium chlorate is not in demand; spot par- 
cels offering at 614d to 7d per Ilb.; makers quoting 64d. 
Potassium permanganate continues very unsettled with 
quotations still varying from 2s upwards for commercial, 
the lower figure being for imported material. Makers’ 
price 2s 6d per lb. Potassium prussiate is on the mar- 
ket but not in demand at 1s 4d for yellow and 2s 9d for 
red. Makers’ prices reduced to 1s 4%4d for yellow and 
2s for red. 

Soda ash (58% light alkali) is offering on spot at 
about £10 per ton in single bags f.o.b. and there is a 
little demand. Makers’ price, for home consumption 
only, remains at £8 10s per ton. Soda crystals are not 
in much demand; spot lots offering at about £8 per ton. 
Makers’ price, for home trade only, £7 per ton in bags 
carriage paid. Sodium bicarbonate is quieter and the 
market has eased off slightly and remains unsteady at 
£10 10s for refined material in bags. Caustic soda 70-72 
per cent, has again eased off a little at £23 per ton f.o.b. 
for English material, and there is only small demand. 
Makers are quoting £24 10s per ton for home trade 
only. American 76 per cent offering at about same 
figure c.if. U.K. or Continent. Nitrate of sod (refined) 
96 per cent f.o.r. Liverpool now offering at reduced fig- 
ure of £22 10s per ton, but there is but very small en- 
quiry. Sodium nitrite is reduced by makers to £54 for 
100 per cent material on a quiet market.

OZONE. By FE. K. Rideal, M.B.E., MA., Ph.D., Professor of 
physical chemistry in the University of Illinois. 12 mo., 198 
pages, cloth, New York. D. Van Nostrand Co. 


One of the chief counts in the indictment of American 
and English chemical literature when the war com- 
pelled us to recognize our deficiencies was the lack of 
‘ two classes of books, the laboriously compiled hand- 
books and reference works like Beilstein and Landolt- 
Bornstein and authoritative monographs on special sub- 
jects. The first of these deficiencies will take time to 
repair but a number of books of the latter class have 
appeared in the last few years. This volume on Ozone 
is a worthy addition to a notable list. 

The second of a series of monographs on electro chem- 
istry edited by Bertram Blount, it presents to the reader 
if not all the available information on ozone, at least 
an excellent summary of it, and the searcher for more 
detailed information need only consult the copious refer- 
ences to the original articles. As contemplated by the 
author, it will be particularly useful in indicating how 
incomplete our knowledge of this interesting substance 
teally is and in stimuiating research. The occurrence 
of ozone, its physical chemistry, its production by chem- 
ical, thermal, electrolytic and silent discharge methods 
and its industrial applications are the principal topics 
covered, the chapters on occurrence and application be- 
ing especially interesting to chemists only slightly ac- 
quainted with the gas, as most are. The matter of the 
production of ozone is considered almost entirely from 
the theoretical standpoint; even in the chapter on pro- 
duction by the silent electric discharge, the only suc- 
cessful commercial method, the author does not attempt 
to give an exhaustive description of technical processes 
or apparatus, most of the space being given to discussion 
of the electrical theory involved. 























HOW TO KEEP INVENTION RECORDS. By Harry A. Toulmin, 
Jr., with Introduction by James T. Newton, formerly U. S. 
Commissioner of Patents. Octavo, 85 pages. Published by D. 
Appleton & Co., New York. 


The proper recording of inventions is a matter of vast 
importance to investors, to corporations owning inven- 
tions and manufacturers whose business is based on 
patents, to lawyers, to all whose interests are dependent 
upon industrial property. By following the model 
forms here given a complete record of an invention 
is ready to hand. There is concise explanation of the 
purpose and use of the forms, and if properly carried 
out, they will stand every legal test in applications for 
patents and in patent litigation. 

The process of invention is shown from conception, 
through the periods of research, drawing and models,

to the first test and reduction to practice, and the ap- 
plication for patent and possible consequent litigation, 
One chapter, in clear, non-technical language, is on 
the nature of industrial property, the laws governing 
and the protection afforded by patents, trade-marks, 
copyrights, etc. Another chapter deals concisely with 
patent investigations. 





HIGHWAYS GREEN BOOK, Published by the American Auto- 
mobile Association. Octavo, 525 pages, illustrated. 


The Highways Green Book is an encyclopedia of in- 
formation on national, state and local highways legisla- 
tion, development, construction and maintenance. Many 
of the chapters were prepared or revised by the leading 
highway authorities of the United States and Canada, 
The book is valuable to those who have to do with 
the molding of public sentiment for better roads and 
is particularly useful to legislators whose duty it is to 
determine matters of public policy and to frame adequate 
laws relating to motor vehicle taxation, registration and 
regulation; highway financing, management, construc- 
tion and maintenance. It is also useful to the manu- 
facturers of road materials, machinery and equipment 
as well as to highway officials, engineers and contrac- 
tors who execute the laws and build the roads. 

The book is issued as an annual (1920 edition) under 
the auspices of the Good Roads Board of the American 
Automobile Association of which Highway Engineer 
George C. Diehl of Buffalo, N. Y., is the chairman and 
was edited by the American Automobile Association 
Director of Roads, M. C. Eldridge, of Washington, 
D. C., who for 25 years was connected with the good 
roads activities of the Federal Government. 





MARGERINE. By William Clayton, M.Sc., One of the Series 
“Monographs on Industrial Chemistry” edited by Sir Edward 
Thorpe, C.B., LL.D., F.R. 8 vo., 187 pages. Published by 
Longmans, Green & Co., London and New York. 

This member of the series of monographs on indus- 
trial chemistry maintains the high standard of its pre- 
decessors. Mr. Clayton’s book interweaves very well 
the scientific side of margerine production with some 
of the practical problems which the manufacturer en- 
counters. The author, however, leans more to the side 
of the chemist and approaches the subject from this 
point rather than from the ground of the factory. The 
book is obviously a result of much actual research and 
for this reason can be recommended to the laboratory 
of the creamery, dairy or margerine plant as the first 
practical or complete work of its type which has come 
forward in England and the United States. The raw 
materials, practical developments in manufacturing pro- 
cesses for margerine and analysis methods for both 
butter and margerine, make up the greater portion of 
the volume. Particularly good is the summarization of 
many authoritative ideas into a short chapter on the 
Theory of Emulsification.
